PROTECT THE TREES

Commissioner Stephenson reports - 
that the red spidere, which damaged 
trees and shrubs last year, are again 
at work and more numerous than 
ever. People should take immediate 
steps to fight the pest. 

The spiders are almost invisible to 
the naked eye, but one can easily see 
the fine web they spin on the twigs 
and leaves. They work. by. sucking 
the sap from the leaves, which turn 
brown and shrivel up or fall off. They. 
affect the spruce particularly, also 
raspberries, currants and roses, work 
very rapidly and spread quickly. j

PROFITS FOR SPECULATOR 

“There has been no real scarcity of 
sugar, but with everybody, including 
the consumer, demanding sugar and 
more sugar,, thus depleting stocks, : 
the refineries, the ordinary means of ; 
supply not being able to meet the buy- 
ing demand, those who have too much ; 
are importuned by the speculator to! 
sell at high prices, and when they; 
sell the speculator reaps large profits ; 
from the individual dealer who has; 
none. In.such cases not merely the 
speculator but the one who sells_ to 
him at an undue profit commits a 
criminal offense. The consumer, of 
course, ultimately bears and pays the, 
whole of the profits thus illegitimately 
earned.” 

The above conclusions are set 
forth by the Canadian Board of Com- 
merce in a report received by Major 
Duncan Stuart, Calgary sub-commis- 
sioner, yesterday. The report is 
signed by W.F. O'Connor and Joseph 
Murdock, commissioners. 

HUGE PROFITS 

The most spectacular case dealt! 
with in the report is that of a firm of 
zeneral merchants, Durocher and Gos- , 
selin of Eastview, Ontario, who in 
a certain sale in May last made a 
profit of ten and seventy-seven hun- 
dredths cents per pound and yellow 
sugar nine and forty-two one-hundred- 
ths cents per pound. This case was 
very thoroughly investigated by the 
board, and led to the conclusion that 
both the retailers, the wholesalers 
from whom they purchase, and a sug- | 
ar speculator who had sold to the!

TILLAGE METHODS 
TO CONTROL WEEDS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Weeds are one of the most des- 
tructive agencies the grain farmer has 
to contend with. They not only rob 
'the soil of moisture and fertility, de- 
crease crop yields and add expense to 
harvesting operations, but they are 
in some measure responsible for soil 
drifting, since frequent cultivation to 
destroy veeus pulverizes the soil so 
that soi. drifting results. 


The practice of “stubbling in” is 
largely responsible for the rapid in- 
crease in weeds in the West. Fre- 
quently the second crop after break- 
ing is stubbled in and during the two 
seasons perennial, grasses and other 
weeds get well established, and, as 
many farmers. have found to their 
cost, eradication in after years is ex- 
pensive. Fall or spring ploughing 
before sowing the second crop on 
new land is usually advisable. Stub- 
bling in without surface cultivation 
on the old land gives the weeds every 
oppoftunity to multiply. Shallow 
cultivation of stubble land before 
sowing will aid materially by destroy- 
ing the weeds that have been winter- 
ed over and have started during the 
early spring. The cultivation should 
only be of sufficient depth to destroy 
the weeds, thus permitting .deposit- 
ing the seed grain in the firm soil be- 
neath. Too deep cultivation frequent- 
ly results in drying out the seed bed 
and ‘in a decrease in crop yields. 

It is on the summer-fallow that 
grain-growers largely depend for 
cleaning fields of weeds. The fallow 
therefore should be thoroughly work- 
ed, and in order to curtail the cost 
and avoid pulverizing the soil- too

harvest, or, in the drier sections, 


in 
the spring immediately after seeding, 


will aid in starting the weeds and 
these can be ploughed under in June. 

Frequently after carefully fallowing 
a field. for the whole summer it is 
found that the weeds come up in the 
crop the next year. This may be due 
to the surface soil being too loose and 
dry to allow weed seeds to germinate. 
Making the soil sufficiently firm after 
ploughing so that the moisture will 
come too near the surface will make 
conditions such that the weed’ seeds 
will have to sprout. ‘In the West 
considerable difficulty is experienced 
with weed seeds blowing on to the 
ploughed land (from other nearby 
fields. The weeds come up in the 
crop and cause considerable loss. In 
districts with long enough seasons 
‘he land can be harrowed early in the 
spring and this will warm up the 
soil and when wee'’s have started 
they can be destroyed before secding. 

Harrowing the growing grain is a 
practice that should be more common- 
ly adopted. The least damage is done 
to the crop when the leaves are ubout 
one inch high, and the next best time 
is after the crop is well rooted ard 
the plants are about five inches. The 
development and nature of the weeds 
must, however, be the deciding factor 
as to the time to harrow. Most 
plants are most readily destroyed 
when they are in the two-leaf stage. 
On the Scott Station weedy crops are 
usually harrowed twice, and_ while 
some delay in maturity results, a 
clean crop is usually more profitable 
than a weedy one, and where the soil 
is firm and free from trash little dam- 
age has been experienced.

Domination of Friends cf the Presi- 
dent Shown in Mary Ways at Pre- 
liminary Meetings. 


San Franciseo, June 25.—Indica- 
tions tonight are that the friends 
of President Wilson and his adminis- 
tration are in complete control of the 
machinery of the Democratic nation- 
al convention which will open here 
Monday. This was shown today in 
various ways. The Democratic na- 
tional committee meeting to decide 
between contesting delegates, appar- 
enily had the stage set for a_ ruling 
calculated to keep out of the conven- 
tion Senator Reid, Missouri, and Sen- 
ator Hardwick, Georgia, two of the 
bitterest critics of the Wilson policies. 
The Missouri and Georgia contests 
will be heard tomorrow.

HPS AND MINISTERS 


Members Ralsed to $4000, Cabinet 
Ministerg from $7000 to. $10,000, and 
} Judges Accordingly. 


Ottawa, June 25.—Cabinet minis- 
ters and judges are to get increased 
salaries and members of parliament 
are to get the $4000 indemnity which 
they have been advocating. - The 
government's, intention in the matter 
was rovealed in a statement issued 
tonight by the prime minister. The 
salary of members of the cabinet is 
to be increased from $7000 to 310,000; 
that of the prime minister from 
$12,000 to $15,000. The salary of the 
solicitor general (who doés not usual- 
ly hold cabinet rank) is increased 
from $5,000 to $7000; that of the 
leader of the opposition from $7,000 
to $10,000; of the speakers of the 
senate and house of commons from 
$4000 to $6000, and of the deputy 
speaker of the house from $2000 to 
$4000. 

The sessional indemnity of mem- 
bers increased from $2500 to $4000. 
The salaries of judges of the supreme 
court of Canada, of judges of the su- 


.| perior courts of the provinces and of' 


county court judges are Siiarty in- 
creased. 

* Announcement of an increase in the 
sessional indemnity was accompanied 
by the further intimation that the gov- 
is preparing to amend exist- 
ing legislation in regard to members 
attendants. The, following.'are the in- 
creases in judicial salaries recom- 
mended: 

Supreme court of Cxunada—Chief 
justice from $10,000 to $15,000; puisne 
judges from $9,000 to $12,000; super- 
ior courts of the province: Ohief ffs- 
tices from $8,000 to $10,000; puisne 
judges from $7,000.to $9,000. 

County courts—-Judges of county 
courts in counties in which there is a 
city with a population of 40,000 or 
over an increase of $1000, that is from 
$4000 to $5000» 

Notwithstanding these increases, 
judicial salaries in Canada are still 
substantially: below those: now paid 
to the quideoe holding corresponding 
positions in Great Britain and in some 
of the other dominions of the empire, 
the statement says. 
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CANADA'S CLAIMS 
AGAINST GERMANY 


Canada’s claim against Gerniany 
for reparation for losses sustained by 
the country and by individual citizens 
during the war has been forwarded 
to England for presentation at a 
conference of representatives of all 
parts. of the British Empire, soon to 
be held in London, and, subsequently, 
at an Inter-Allied conference at Spa. 
The bill rendered by the Dominion is 
for a total of $1,871,000,000. The total 
is made up of the following items:— 


Cost of war and _ demobilization, 
$1,715,000;000; separation allowances, 
$85,500,000; Halifax losses, $30,000;- 


000; army of occupation, $8,000,000; 
illegal warfare, $31,500,000. The sep- 
aration allowances alluded to are 
those paid to families and. dependents 
of persons who served in the military 
and naval forces during the war. By 
Halifax losses. is évidently meant 
the damages occasioned in that .city 
by the explosion of the munition ship 
Mont Blanc, in 1917. The sum claim-

tion is the cost of maintaining Cana- 
dian troops on the Rhine frontier for

tice on November 11, 1918. The last 
item is a claim for compensation for 
damages sustained by Canadians as a 
result of the resort by Germany to il- 
legal methods of warfare. Included in 
this item, for instance, would likely 
be a sum to cover losses of Canadian 
merchant and fishing vessels sunk by 
German U-boats during the period of 
unrestricted submarine warfare.

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SAYS LEAGUE 
IS NO DREAM 


Canada’s Position in League Unique, 
Having Joined, Not For What She 
Could Get, But For What She Could 
Give. : 


Ottawa, June 22.—A message of 
confidence in the success of the 
League of Nations, and of praise for 
Canada’s part therein, was delivered 
in the-Commons tonight,*by Sir Her- 
bert Ames, financial secretary of the 
league. “The League of Nations is 
no longer a dream,” Sir Herbert said. 
“It is a reality; it haus being; it has 
form; it has organs; it has functions. 
Many difficulties have been over- 
come; many dangers avoided. There 
are still difficulties and dangers in 
the way, but I am today convinced 
that ultimate success is reasonably 
sure, so convinced that I am ready to 
stake my future on this issue.” 

The speech of Canada’s representa- 
tive on the secretariat of the league 
was followed with closest interest by 
members of all three’ parties. He 
said he had returned to record a 
solemn declaration, that in his judg- 
ment, in entering the league, Canada 
had made no mistake. He urged, if 
possible, fuller co-operation. Canada's 
position in the league was unique. 
She had joined, not for what she 
could get, but for what she could give. 


NO HAMPERING RESERVATIONS 
“Not with hampering reservations, 
indicative of distrust striking ,at the 
“very root of the spirit of mutual 
confidence in which alone a league of 
nations can successfully operate. She 
accepted the pact in its fullness, be- 
lieving that the interpretation of the 
obligations involved would be reason-, 
able, willing to trust and be trusted.” 
The disappointment over the failure 
of the United States-to enter had 
turned all eyes toward Canada. 
Canada would be asked to bear her 
share of the expenses. For her there 
would be no immediate return beyond 
the approval of conscience and the es- 
teem of the world, but the day would 
come when what Canada is now giving 
would be returned a hundred-fold. Sir 
Herbert appealed to Canadians to be 
as generous, as a nation, toward sick 
and suffering nations, as they were 
known to be as individuals toward 
suffering individuals. . 


INTERNATIONAL RELATIONSHIPS 


International relationships, he declar- 
ed, should be free from partisanship. 
The spectacle of political division on 
international questions exhibited by 
“a nation not far from us” should be 
a sufficient object lesson for Cana- 
dians to agree to disagree on home 
questions. 

Referring to the organization of the 
league, he said that only five out of 
the forty-five possible original mem- 
bers had definitely abstained from 
entering. These were: United Stat- 
es, Cuba, Hayti, Honduras and Nicar- 
agra. 

“It would be too much to assume,” 
Sir Herbert declared, “that the ab- 
stention of the United States was: 
responsible for similar action by. the 
four smaller powers.” ‘ 

In two months after the signing of 
the peace treaty there had been much 
anxiety as to whether the invited 
states would join the league. Within 
the time, every invited state had 
decided, and there were evidence in 
the letters of adhesion, that whiie all 
did not consider the covenant a 
perfect instrument, they entered with- 
out reservations, preferring to seek 
their amendments from within the 
league rather than from without. 


THIRTY-SEVEN POWERS JOIN 


Thirty-seven powers, with a popula- 
tion of’ 850,000,000, have already join- 
ed the league, and there was _ little 
doubt that inside of another year 
there would be 45 to 50 members. 
“Never in the history of the world 
has so large a number of independent 
nations joined together for con\imon 
ends,” said the speaker. 

It had been intended to hold the first 
session of the assembly in _ Washing- 
ton. This was impossible when the 
United States abstained from becom- 
ing a member, and the assembly was 
postponed until November, 1920, when 
it will ‘be held in Brussels. 

The council has dealt with tasks 
such as that of settling the Saar Basin 
difficulty. It had set up there a com- 
mission, in order to adminiSter. the 
area with justice to both contending 
parties, and in accord with the terms 
laid down in the peace treaty. One 
of the most active and _ successful 
members of that commission was Mr. 
R. D. Waugh, formerly mayor of Win- 
nipeg. Sir Herbert declared that 
since Mr. Waugh’s appointment he 
had not only demonstrated his _ fit- 
ness for the important post but Tau 
also brought credit upon Canad: and 
Canadians, 

CONTROL OF DANTZIG 


The control of Dantzi:: had been 
another proble:: for t': council to 
solve. To have fiv7 that city to 


Poland, or to have left it in the con- 
trol of Germany would have precipi- 
tated w-r. 
™ontzig had therefore been placed 
under the authority of the league and 
Sir Reginald Tower had been appoint- 
ed high commissioner to establish 
settled conditions of government. The 
free city of Dantzig would make 
treaties with Germany and with Pol- 
and and the League of Nations would 
see fair play for all concerned. 
Other treaties, said Sir Herbert, 
would doubtless create similar areas, 
and for these the league must take 
responsibility.

RED DEER GIRL: 


KILLED BY AUTO 
IN CALGARY 


Bessie Florence McGill, the ten 
year old daughter of David McGill, 
formerly of Red Deer, died from in- 
juries received in an automobile ac- 
cident on Tuesday of last week. The 


jury exonerated the driver of the 
car, Joseph Brown, from blame. 
THE VERDICT 
The verdict was as follows: “That 


the deceased, Bessie Florence McGill, 
came to her death from injuries re- 
ceived from coming in contact with 
an automobile on Tuesday, June 22, 
1920, resulting in a hemorrhage of the 
liver. We are of the opinion that 
the driver, Joseph Brown, did all in 
his power to avoid the accident. We 
recommend that placards be placed 


adjacent to schools regylating the 
speed to six miles per hour.” 
DETAILED STORY. 

The evidence of the witnesses 

brought out the fact that the little 

girl was knocked down but not run 


over, and Dr. R. Francis, who attend- 
ed the girl after the accident, said 
that he was of the opinion that some 
of her ribs would have been fractured 
had the heavy car passed over her 
body. o a 

J. H. Brown, the driver of the car, 
who was out on $200 bail on a charge 
of manslaughter, gave evidence. He 
said that he left the Sunnyside hos- 
pital shortly after ten o’clock. He 
turned south on Twelfth street N- W. 
at a moderate pace, and when nearing 
the school, he saw a number of child- 
ren playing on the street. He slowed 
down his car and used his horn. The 
children then gave him the right of 
way, ‘so he released his brakes and 
continued his course. He had gone 
Lut a few yards when he saw one 
child dart out from the sidewalk, run- 
ning backwards. In the hope of mis- 
sing her, when a collision seemed in- 
evitable, he turned his car to the left, 
and forced it. over the curb on to 
the boulevard. The child continued on 
her course, however, and the car 
caught her and knocked her down. He 
could not say whether the car passed 
over her or not. 

When asked as to the speed he was 
travelling at prior to slowing down, 
Brown replied.that he was going 
about ten miles per hour. 

He added that he had driven past 
the school a score of times, and as 
there was always children on the 
road, he was always careful. 

Charles Foin, chairman of the sick 
committee of the G.W.V.A., Captain 
McColl, and J. Van Tausk, of the 
S.C.R., who were in the automobile 
when the accident occurred, also gave 
evidence. Foin said that he was sit- 
ting in the front seat with the driver 
he shouted a warning at the top of his 
voice, but apparently she did not hear 
him, and continued to run back- 
wards. Brown swerved to the left, 
but the bumper struck the girl and 
knocked her down. He jumped out 
of the car and picked her up. 

Captain McGoll and Van Tausk 
testified in the same strain. Marie 
Campbell, 10 years of age, who- was 
playing with the deceased prior to the 
accident, said that her chum ran out 
‘onto the street to catch a ball. 

Bessie McGill, in company with 
other children, was playing catch 
with a ball at the time of the acci- 
dent. Just as the automobile came 
along Bessie ran off the sidewalk on- 
to the street to catch the ball. She 
was running backwards and ran into 
the car. She did not see the auto- 
mobile pass over her kody, but, she 
saw her lying on the ground. 

Mrs. A. Lowes and Mrs. K. Grey, 
who reside in the vicinity of the acci- 
dent, saw the girl being knocked 
down, but did not see the car pass 
over her. Mrs. Lowes said there 
were about 20 children on the street 
at the time of the accident. 

Plans of the scene of the accident 
were prepared by G. Wilson of the 
S.C.R. and W. M. Brooks of the city 
engineer’s department. 

Dr. McCalla, who performed the 
autopsy, said that death was caused 
by hemorrhage of the liver caused by 
rupture.

Most of the big packers are off the 


| market at Calgary so far as beef is 


conc:rned, and. shippers - and local 
butch’rs are taking care of the’ situ- 
ation ‘airly well, but there is a mark- 
ed drop in beef prices again. Choice 
beef quoted $11.50 to $12.50; good 
butchers. $10.50 to $11.25; cows are 
about a dollar lower with the tops at 
$10 to $11 and good butchers $8 to 
$9.50. Light receipts during the 
week have probably saved a worse 
break. Feedgr steers are going out 
at from $9.50 to $10 and lighter steers 
$8 to $9.50. Not‘many calves on hand 
and the tops from $12 down. Very 
few bulls and the market about the 
same, at $7.50 for the best. Stock 
heifers are selling fairly freely and 
at prices from $8.25 down; cows from 
$8 down. 

Beef prices in Edmonton, which 
held up longer than might have been 
expected, took a more decided drop 
this week, and are now getting in line 
with other markets. . 

Hogs 

Receipts during the week have been 

light as usual and the quotation has 


‘held steady at $18.50 during the week 
[and this morning some brought $19. 


Edmonton's hog market has been 
holding steady all week at previous 


quotations and sales being made at

Sheep 

Mutton prices are holding about the 
sametas last week's reduction at Cal- 
gary and receipts afre not large.

Buyers very scarce and sales are

Grain 
Markets are a little lower all around

(ee line. Conditions in Alberta have 


been improving steadily during the 
week. In some parts of the north 
there has been a little more rain than 
was necessary, but June rains are 
what are needed and fine weather will 
bring the crops along. - Central’ and 
southern Alberta have also been get- 
ting good showers and particularly in 
‘the south the situation is very greatly 
; {mproved. Prices are being sustained 
“owing to a shortage of last year’s crop 
on the market. 

Produce 

Egg receipts lighter this week and 
| prices advanced to $10.50 to $10.80 at 
Calgary. Dairy butter coming quite 
freely and prices somewhat lower, 
with straight receipts 35 to 37c, and on 
graded basis from 38c down; with 
fancy table dairy from 40c down. 
Creamery butter in good demand and 
prices’: unchanged; market outlook is 
uncertain on creamery. Cream re- 
ceipts liberal; prices unchanged. Cal- 
gary milk shippers to discuss summer 
prices. Live poultry prices steady 
with fowl around 25c; movement 
light.
